Chevron Pattern Shawl 

Pair each Milward 4 mm (UK 
8/USA 6) and 5 mm (UK 6/USA 8) 
needles. 



Mesh Lace Shawl 

Pair Milward 4 mm (UK 8/USA 6) 
needles. Milward 4 mm (UK 
8/USA 6) circular needle (length 
80 cm). 

Tension 

Chevron Pattern Shawl 
28 sts and 36 rows to 10 cm 
(centre patt) on 4 mm needles 
or size needed to achieve 
stated tension, 22 sts and 40 
rows to 10 cm (border patt) on 
5 mm needles or size needed to 
achieve stated tension. 

Mesh Lace Shawl 

30 sts and 38 rows to 10 cm 

(stocking st) on 4 mm needles 



or size needed to achieve 
stated tension. 

It is important to check your 
tension before starting your 
garment. If there are too many 
stitches to 10 cm, your tension 
is tight and you should change 
to a larger size needle. If there 
are too few, your tension is 
loose and you should change to 
a smaller size needle. 

Caution 

It is essential to work to the stated 
tension, and we cannot accept 
responsibility for the finished 
product if any yarn other than the 
specified yarn is used.

CHEVRON PATTERN SHAWL 



CENTRE 

With 4 mm needles, cast on 255 
sts. 

Row 1 and every alt row - (WS), 
P. 

Row 2 - K6, *yfwd, ssk, K9; rep 
from * to last 7 sts, yfwd, ssk, K5. 

Row 4 - K7, *yfwd, ssk, K9; rep 
from * to last 6 sts, yfwd, ssk, K4. 

Row 6 - K3, *K2tog, yfwd, K3, 
yfwd, ssk, K4; rep from * to last 1 0 
sts, K2tog, yfwd, K3, yfwd, ssk, 
K3. 

Row 8 - *K2, K2tog, yfwd, K5, 
yfwd, ssk; rep from * to last 2 sts, 
K2. 

Row 10 - K1, *K2tog, yfwd, K9; 
rep from * to last st, K1 . 

Row 12 - *K2tog, yfwd, K9; rep 
from * to last 2 sts, K2. 

These 1 2 rows form patt. 

Cont in patt until work meas 
approx 91 cm, ending with row 1 2 
of patt and WS facing. Cast off 
knitways. 



BORDER (make 4 pieces) 

With 5 mm needles, cast on 199 
sts. 

Row 1 and every alt row - (WS), 
yon, K to end. 

Row 2 - Yon, K to end. 
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Row 4 - Yon, K1 , *yfwd, ssk, K3, 
K2tog, yfwd, K1 ; rep from * to last 
St, K1. 

Row 6 - Yon, K3, *yfwd, ssk, K1, 
K2tog, yfwd, K3; rep from * to last 
St, K1 . 

Row 8 - Yon, K5, *yfwd, sL1K, 
K2tog, psso, yfwd, K5; rep from * 
to last St, K1 . 

Row 10 - Yon, K5, *K2tog, yfwd, 
K1 , yfwd, ssk, K3; rep from * to last 
3 sts, K3. 

Row 12 - Yon, K2, *yfwd, ssk, K1 , 
K2tog, yfwd, K3; rep from * to end. 

Row 14 - Yon, K4, *yfwd, sLIK, 
K2tog, psso, yfwd, K5; rep from * 
to end. 

Rows 16 and 18 - As row 2. 

Rows 20, 22, 24, 26, 28 and 30 - 

As rows 4, 6, 8, 10, 12 and 14. 

Rows 31 to 33 - As row 2. 

Cast off knitways. 

MAKE UP 

Do not press. 

Using a flat seam, join cast-on 
edges of Border pieces to sides of 
centre piece, then join loops of 
Borders at each corner. 

Edging 

With 5 mm needles, cast on 6 sts. 

Foundation row - (RS), K. 

Row 1 - (WS), K2, yfwd, K2tog, 
yfwd, K2 (7 sts). 



Row 2 - K2, (yfwd, K1) twice, 
yfwd, K2tog, K1 (9 sts). 

Row 3 - K2, yfwd, K2tog, yfwd, K3, 
yfwd, K2 (11 sts). 

Row 4 - K2, yfwd, K5, yfwd, K1 , 
yfwd, K2tog, K1 (13 sts). 

Row 5 - K2, yfwd, K2tog, yfwd, 
ssk, K3, K2tog, yfwd, K2. 

Row 6 - K3, yfwd, ssk, K1 , K2tog, 
yfwd, K2, yfwd, K2tog, K1 . 

Row 7- K2, yfwd, K2tog, K2, yfwd, 
sLIK, K2tog, psso, yfwd, K4. 

Row 8 - Cast off 7 sts, K2, yfwd, 
K2tog, K1 (6 sts). 

Rows 1 to 8 form patt. 

Cent in patt until Edging fits all 
round edge of shawl, allowing an 
extra 5 cm for easing round each 
corner, ending with row 8. Cast off. 

Using a flat seam, join Edging to 
Border, easing in extra length at 
corners. 

To dress shawi 

Spread out Shawl to given 
measurements and pin out each 
point. Cover with a damp cloth. 
After 30 minutes remove cloth and 
allow Shawl to dry flat. 

Fairytaie 2 piy - You may tumble 
dry your shawl with confidence in 
any domestic tumble dryer at 
temperatures of up to 60 °C. Dry 
flat if not tumble dried. 

Baby Pure Wooi 2 piy - 
Handwash, taking care to support 
garment when wet. Do not tumble 
dry. Dry flat. 



Both yarns - Do not dry handknits 
in harsh sunlight as fading or 
yellowing may occur. 

MESH LACE SHAWL 
MAiN PART 

With 4 mm circular needle, cast on 
428 sts and working backwards 
and forwards in rows, patt thus: 

Row 1 - (WS), *P3tog, (K1, PI, 
K1 ) into next st; rep from * to end. 

Row 2 - K. 

Row 3 - *(K1 , PI , K1 ) into next st, 
P3tog; rep from * to end. 

Row 4 - K. 

These 4 rows form patt. 

Cont in patt until work meas 121 
cm, ending with WS facing. Cast 
off very loosely. 

BORDER 

With 4 mm needles, cast on 1 2 sts 
and Border patt thus: 

Row 1 - (WS), K5, yfrn, P2tog, K1 , 
yfrn, P2tog, yrn, P2tog. 

Row 2 - Yon, K7, yfrn, P2tog, K2, 
sLIK (13 sts). 

Row 3 - K5, yfrn, P2tog, K2, yfrn, 
P2tog, yon, K2 (14 sts). 

Row 4 - Yon, P2tog, K7, yfrn, 
P2tog, K2, sLI K. 

Row 5 - K5, yfrn, P2tog, K3, yfrn, 
P2tog, yon, K2 (15 sts). 
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Row 6 - Yon, P2tog, K8, yfrn, 
P2tog, K2, sL1K. 

Row 7 - K5, yfrn, P2tog, K4, yfrn, 
P2tog, yon, K2 (16 sts). 

Row 8 - Yon, P2tog, K9, yfrn, 
P2tog, K2, sLI K. 

Row 9 - K5, yfrn, P2tog, K9. 

Row 10 - K5, pass 2nd, 3rd, 4th 
and 5th sts over first st on right 
hand needle, K6, yfrn, P2tog, K2, 
sL1K(12sts). 

These 1 0 rows form patt. 



Cont in patt until Border meas 
approx 491 cm, ending with row 
1 0 of patt. Cast off. 



MAKE UP 

Do not press. 

Using a flat seam, stitch on 
Border, easing in at corners. 

To dress shawl 

Pin out Shawl, making sure that 
Border lies flat, cover with a damp 
cloth and press lightly. After 30 
minutes remove cloth and leave 



Shawl pinned out until completely 
dry. 

Fairytale 2 ply - You may tumble 
dry your shawl with confidence in 
any domestic tumble dryer at 
temperatures of up to 60 °C. Dry 
flat if not tumble dried. 

Baby Pure Wool 2 ply - 
Handwash, taking care to support 
garment when wet. Do not tumble 
dry. Dry flat. 

Both yarns - Do not dry handknits 
in harsh sunlight as fading or 
yellowing may occur.
